There are ſome things that are good to be done, but 
ill to be put in Writing; I ſay plainly what is in my 
Thoughts, and would not have the Sieur de Wit or his 
Friends think there's any Trick in it; to do me Juſtice, 
they need only conſider, that the Event which I ought . 
for my own Intereſt to wiſh for of any thing in the
